Simon Wardwell, Andover’s oldest citi- 
zen, died Sunday night at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Georgianna Dole, aged 
ninety-six years and seven months. He came 
to Andover in July 1828, and has been a 
citizen of the town ever since. He learned the 
shoemaker’s trade in his father’s shop and 
continued to manufacture shoes until ad- 
vancing age made it necessary for him to 
retire from active life. In 1830 he married 
Eliza Dodge of Andover, who died many 
years ago. There are six living children, 
thirteen grandchildren, and five great- 
grandchildren. He had a distinct recollec- 
tion of General Lafayette’s visit to America. 
He rode in the cavalcade which escorted the 
distinguished soldier into Saco, a privilege 
which he said made his boy companions very 
envious. He once boarded the frigate Con- 
stitution when she was in commission, and 
remembered well the excitement over the 
naval battles of the War of 1812. The 
funeral was held at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Georgianna Dole, the services being 
conducted by Rev. Frederick A. Wilson of 
the Free Church. During the service a trio 
comprising Rev. Mr. Wilson, Miss Margaret 
Lindsay and Miss Gertrude Jackson, sang 
“Saved by Grace” and “Rock of Ages”’. 
The pallbearers were Alexander Dear, Samuel

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Know-Your-Town Club 


The “K. Y. T.” Club of the Stowe Junior 
High School is composed of a group of young 
people who are trying, under the direction of 
the principal, Miss Putnam, to become 
better acquainted with Andover. ; , 

They have enjoyed many interesting 
studies of its natural features, such as its 
hills, ponds and rivers, and are at present 
studying the industries. 

Beginning with the American Woolen Co. 
on its large scale, the club then visited the 
Stevens Mills in Marland Village, where a 
very interesting experience was enjoyed 
through the courtesy of the superintendent, 
Mr. Higginson, who showed the members 
through the plant. This visit furnished 
material for a most interesting discussion at 
the following meeting. 

Next came the Smith & Dove flax industry, 
the oldest flax mill in America. On February 
2, through the courtesy of the management, 
the Club visited the mill and were conducted 
through the entire plant by the superin- 
tendant, Mr. Simpson, and Miss Snow of the 
office. This proved a very interesting two 
hours. 

The committee appointed to report on the 
visit wrote as follows: 

We noticed, in the office, a set of pictures 
dated 1791 showing the early method of 
spinning yarn, Our attention was then 
drawn to some flax straw in the natural 
state. It was rather interesting to see how 
the raw flax fiber is hackled, or combed out, 
converting a tangled mass of fiber into a 
clean straight form. These fibers are laid in 
bulk form on the table of another machine 
and drawn into one continuous length. 
Then they are run through a series of ma- 
chines, being doubled together and drawn 
out into a light roving form. This rove is 
put on a splinning frame and spun into 
yarns of diferent sizes. Some of these yarns 
are sold to be woven into linen cloth; others 
are boiled out and twisted into thread for 
various purposes. ‘These threads are used 
for sewing shoes, sewing on buttons, binding 
books, making fish nets, winding wires at the 
back of switchboards, and so forth. 

The tow or waste product that is combed 
out of the flax is carded and made into twines 
which are used for tying purposes. ‘ 

We noticed that besides flax tow twines, 
hemp and jute twines and jute yarns are also 
made, ‘These twines are used for tying pur- 
poses also, and the jute yarns are used for 
making carpets. 

After having a very enjoyable trip through 
the mill we returned to the office where Mr. 
Simpson told us about the history of the mill. 

Then each member of the club was pre- 
sented with a souvenir box containing 
samples of various stages of the manu- 
facture. ;

YOUR BOY’S 
BUSINESS 


THE CAREER OF ROGER W. BABSON 


Roger Ward Babson was born in Glouces- 
ter, Massachusetts in 1875. As a boy he was 
reared in an atmosphere of hard work and 
hustle. While other boys were playing he was 
doing chores, working a truck garden and 
selling his products from house to house. 
A business venture has always been of the 
keenest enjoyment to him. 

Upon graduating in 1898 from the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Roger 
Babson immediately turned to the business 
and financial side of engineering, specializing 
in the operating statistics of street railways 
and other utilities. His exertions, however, 
brought upon him one of the worst of mal- 
adies, tuberculosis. On the advice of the 
doctors he and his young wife started for 
the West. ‘As good as dead!” said his 
friends, and they never expected to see him 
again — But he came back! 

However, it was while on his back that he 
worked out some of the possibilities and 
problems of business statistics. The Babson 
Statistical Organization with twelve clients, 
was thus born and carried on by himself and 
one helper in a little cottage in Wellesley 
Hills. That was twenty-five years ago. 

Realizing the need that our young men 
should have more training in the fundament- 
als of successful business Mr. Babson, about 
seven years ago, organized under the Scien- 
tific & Educational Acts, the Babson Insti- 
tute. This Institute has now a campus of 
125 acres, with sundry buildings including a 
gymnasium and large auditorium. 

As a lecturer on business problems Mr. 
Babson is well known in most of the cities 
of this country and Canada. He has written 
some fifteen books, among which are “ Busi- 
ness Barometers,’ ‘Commercial Paper,” 
“Religion & Business,”’ “What is Success?”’, 
etc. He is actively interested in the Ameri- 
can Statistical Association, the American 
Economic Association, and a fellow of the 
Royal Statistical Society of London. 

\ man of unbounded energy, Roger W. Bab- 
son has done more than any other man to 
make statistics a live issue in business and 
to get a real vision into business men. His 
life work may be summed up in these two 
quotations: “ What we get out of life is simply 
a reaction from what we put into it,” and 
“We cannot harm or help others without 
likewise harming or helping ourselves.” 


RETAILING AS A LIFE WORK 
By Rocer W. BABSON 

Your own success as a business man, as 
a father and as an investor, depends largely 
upon getting interested in the right line of 
business. To accomplish this there are 
many factors to consider, among which are: 
(1) General business conditions; (2) Changes 
in the desires of people; (3) New industries 
and inventions; 2) Inherited and instinct- 
ive characteristics; (5) Extent of compe- 
tition; (6) Capital required; (7) Cost of 
operation; (8) Immediateop portunities, etc. 
These are all factors for consideration when 
deciding on the business in which to work 
or invest. 
_ In a general way, I shall discuss these 
factors during the next few weeks. I do 
this both because of the importance of the 
subject and because the average young man 
unfortunately takes the first job offered to 
him, irrespective of whether or not he is 
fitted for it or the job offers real opportuni- 
ties. Three-quarters of our young men may 
be handicapped for many years, if not for 
life, by entering the wrong business when 
leaving school. Hundreds of millions of 
dollars are annually lost by investors who 
likewise disregard a few fundamental econ- 
omic laws. 


Importance of the Retailer 


_ Most all lines of business can be classified 
into one of ten main groups. These groups 
are as follows: Retailing, Manufacturing, 
Banking, Agriculture, Mining, Railroading, 
Public Service, Building, Shipping and In- 
surance, I put Retailing first in this list 
because it is of the greatest importance. 
But few realize the magnitude of the retail 
business. The retailers of the United 
States sell $200,000,000 worth of goods 
each day, This supplies all the money to 
run all the industries of the country, which 
ultimately pays all wages, interest, taxes, 
freight charges, public service income and 
4 billion dollars annually for advertising — 
in fact runs the country and keeps 50,000,000 
people employed, In other words, the re- 
tailer collects the money to run practically 
all other industries, Hence, the retail bus- 
‘hess is of vital importance and should com- 
mand respect and co-operation from all. 
The preachers and the merchants are the 
foundations of American prosperity. 


Independent vs, Chain Stores 
. When one considers the subject of retail- 
ing he is confronted immediately with this 
{uestion: Which has the greatest future, 
the independent merchant or the chain 
Store? Frankly, I believe that both have 
their uses and both will always exist. I 
remember forty years ago when the de 
partment store first began to develop on a 
ange seale, At that time every independent 
storekeeper shook in his shoes as it was then 


more of —

generally feared that the department stores 
would swallow everything. ‘Time has since 
shown that the department store has its 
functions. Some twenty-five years ago the 
mail order houses began to grow rapidly 
and once more independent merchants feared 
that their business would be swept away. 
This likewise proved a false alarm and today 
we find the great mail order houses opening 
retail stores in order to save their bacon. 
Now the craze is for chain stores. Chain 
stores, like department stores and mail 
order houses, have their special fields, but 
chain stores will not by any means monopo- 
lize retailing. 

Investors naturally prefer to place their 
funds with a well organized chain store com- 
pany because its success does not depend 
upon any one man or upon any one locality. 
This is wise judgment. Moreover, as a 
training ground in the fundamentals of re- 
tailing, the chain stores offer a splendid 
SRP SE RLY to any young man as they have 
their own merchandising schools which oper- 
ate under a strict discipline. Personally, 
if I had a boy to place in merchandising, 
I had rather have him spend two years with 
a chain store than in most business colleges. 
On the other hand, for a life work, I seriously 
question whether the chain store offers as 
good an opportunity as does the independent 
merchant. Although men make values, it 
must be remembered that souls make men, 
Moreover, a corporation is apt to be more 
or less soulless. For this simple reason no 
corporation offers, in the long run, such 
opportunities as does a high grade business 
man with a soul and a vision. Every com- 
munity has such men. In fact, these are the 
very men which have made your community. 
Let your boy train for a year or two with a 
chain store company; but as soon as the 
opportunity offers, let him get with one of 
your respected local independent merchants. 


House to House Canvassing 


In addition to the different forms of mer- 
chandising referred to above, I must mention 
“house-to-house” canvassing. This method 
has long been in existence and undoubtedly 
is the oldest of all systems of merchandising. 
Probably the first retailer went about the 
streets of some Mediterranean city with a 

ck on his back, —calling from house to 
couse. We all remember the great book 
selling campaigns which existed in our boy- 
hood days. Now this same system has been 
very successful in connection with the sale 
of brushes, stockings, linens and other forms 
of merchandise. As an investment propo- 
sition these concerns cannot be generally 
recommended. ‘They seem to be very suc- 
cessful for a few years and then, owing to 
increasing competition or other causes, seem 
to peter out. Of course, the cost of selling 
under such conditions is very largeand people 
untimately see that they can get fully as 
good merchandise from the local merchant 
for less money. On the other hand, such 
companies are exeentionaly good testing 
grounds for a boy who thinks he wishes to 
go into retailing. Let him go on the road 
for a few months selling goods and he soon 
finds out whether or not he is fitted to be a 
salesman. 

It not only is a crime against a young 
man to allow him to get into a business for 
which he is not fitted, but it is likewise a 
crime against society. One trouble with 
business today is that during the stress of 
the war men and women got into lines of 
work for which they were not fitted, Too 
many clerks in stores are hired for their good 
looks, while too many salesmen are employ- 
ed because of family or friendship ties. 
These misfits are not only holding back re- 
tail trade, but also manufacturing, ship- 
ping, and other lings which depend upon the 
retailer for their existence. ‘Therefore, my 
advice to a young man who thinks he would 
like retailing is first to get a job as house-to- 
house convasser. After passing this test, 
get into the school of a chain store company, 
After learning what the chain store has to 
offer, get a connection with a high grade 
local citizen who is successfully operating 
as an independent merchant. I repeat, 
that although men make values, souls make 
men. See that you get with a man with a 
soul. 

Retailing Investment Outlook 

As already suggested, an investor must 
not be in a position where he is depending 
on the life of any one man, ‘Therefore, it 
is important to purchase securities In com- 
panies of sufficient size so as not to be de- 
pendent on any one man or any one com- 
munity. Such companies are F. W. Wool- 
worth Co., S. S$. Kresge Co., United Drug Co., 
United Cigar Stores, Great Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Tea Company, J. C. Penney Co., W. T. 
Grant Co, : 

One important factor which should be 
kept in mind, both by parents and investors, 
is the importance of getting into a “repeat” 
business. For instance, the success of the 
Eastman Kodak Company has not been due 
to the sale of cameras, but to the sale of 
films. The success of the Victor Phono- 
graph Company Was not due to the sale 
of phonographs,*but to the fact that those 
who buy phonographs are compelled to 
buy records, Great judgment was shown in 
selecting the grocery trade for the first chain 
store system, rather than the shoe or furni- 
ture trade. Every family buys groceries 
daily, but buys shoes only once in three 
months and furniture perhaps only once a 
This is why 1 had much rather work 
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annual meeting was changed from the Mon- 
day after the first Tuesday in January of 
each year at eight o’clock in the evening, or 
such other time as the wardens may deter- 
mine, to the first Monday of February in 
each year at eight o’clock in the evening, or 
at such other time as the Wardens may 
determine.

The Rector of the Parish shall be ex-officio 
a member of the Vestry and entitled to pre- 
side and vote at the meetings of the Wardens 
and Vestry. In his absence the Assistant 
Rector, if there be any, shall have the same 
rights and privileges.

Some Personal Advice 


Advice is cheap and very few take it. 
However, there are three suggestions which 
I should like to make to the boys of your 
town, They are: — 

(1) Don’t consider salary in getting 
your first job. The best opportunities pay 
the least salary at the start, while the poor- 
est opportunities pay the most salary at 
the start. Steady jobs are apt to pay small 
er wages than temporary jobs. Don't sell 
your birthright for a mess of porridge. 

(2) Get a job with good people. Go 
to work for people of character, of ideas, 
of vision; 90 per cent of the merchants today 
are mere trailers and copyists, while only 
10 per cent are real leaders. Get with one 
of this 10 per cent. 

(3) Get a job in your home town. Next 
to your mother you owe more to your home 
town than to anything else. Don’t stay in 
your home town just to get an education 
and then beat it to some other town or city. 
Don’t kick down the ladder by which you 
climbed up. Distant fields always look the 
greenest, but they are really no greener than 
where you are. Don’t waste the fifteen or 
twenty years of your early life spent in 
developing nae? by later going to a 
strange city where you know no one. Stay 
in your home town and help build it up. 
It will reciprocate by building you up also,

Adults, Not Children, Most in Need of 
Safety Instructions 


Pointing out the large increase in auto- 
mobile fatalities among adults over fifty 
years of age and the decrease in fatalities 
among school children during 1926 the Asso- 
ciation of Mutual Liability Insurance Com- 
yanies of Boston advocates a program of 
retin on highway salety and safety talks 
among grown ups 48 well as among school 
children during 1927. 

“These talks could be given all over the 
state in public schools, armories, libraries, 
municipal auditoriums and other public 
halls,” the association said, “Tt is evident to 
those who study accident statistics and to 
highway safety experts that adults are much 
more in need of highway safety instructions 
at the present time than children are, Junior 
safety councils and the direction of highway 
safety propaganda toward school children 
have taught the children to be more careful 
than their elders. If the mothers and fathers 
of this state were as careful at street crossings 
and on the highways as their children are our 
accident rate for 1926 would have been much 
less than it was.”

and two days to High School work. There 
are at present one hundred twenty pupils in 
Junior High School and sixty-eight in High 
School taking this course. Interest in the 
Manual Arts is constantly increasing and 
most satisfactory work is being accomplished. 

Constant changes in educational policies 
must accompany the corresponding progress 
of the times. ere is no justification for 
confining the shop work to woodwork en- 
tirely. All pupils will not be interested in 
woodwork. A variety of shop problems 
gives the pupils a chance to learn many use- 
ful operations and to become more or less 
skilled in doing necessary repair jobs about 
the home. By giving a variety in work it 
makes vocational guidance possible to a 
certain extent. 

For the pupil who does not care for wood- 
work entirely we plan to give work in elec- 
tricity such as splicing wire, wiring door- 
bells, wiring lamps made in the shop, and 
elementary house wiring. We had an ex- 
cellent dicted this year to teach paint- 
ing to the pupils interested. One of the 
largest projects was painting the entire shop 
for the school department. 

A small practice frame of a building, which 
has been built in the shop, serves to give 
actual work in strapping, lathing, plastering, 
putting on wall board, glazing, house wiring, 
pape hanging, inside finishing, etc., and to 
‘amiliarize the pupil with some of the com- 
mon building laws. Many repair jobs are 
done for the school and some pupils bring in 
furniture from home to be repaired and pans 
to be soldered. In this way the shop work 
can be made as stimulating and worth while 
to the boys as the home economics is to the 
girls. 

By this method the pupil in Junior High 
School tries out several different kinds of 
work and may continue in High School what 
he is best fitted for as far as our equipment 
permits. 

In the near future it is hoped that we may 
equip a part of the basement under the shop 
for an automobile repair shop. 

I recommend that some new hand tools be 
added to the present equipment. Some of 
the wooden vices on the benches are worn 
out and as they are not made now, they 
should be replaced by rapid-acting iron vices. 

It is my opinion that much more work 
could be accomplished in Junior High School 
by giving a full half-day each week to each 
grade for one year, instead of the short 
period each week for two years which they 
now receive. By this method the beginners 
in shop work would start the last half of the 
seventh year and finish the first half of the 
following year.

Goodell is a representative, is a big Com- 
munity Center for the collored people, and 
works among them regardless of church 
affiliation, and is doing some fine things for 
these young people. 

Waring Cuney, a colored student of the 
Boston Conservatory of Music, and a fine 
tenor, sang several negro spirituals which 
delighted his audience. Miss Ethel Humph- 
reys presided at the organ.

Andover which has for its object the 
acceptance at town meeting of the State 
Civil Service laws in so far as they apply 
to our police and fire departments. It 
is the purpose of those backing this idea 
to get it on the warrant, and to have it 
come to a vote next month. Such being 
the case, the whole subject merits 
attention and study from every thought- 
ful citizen. 

If Andover were to bring its fire and 
police departments under the new pro- 
visions, ‘“‘the members of the forces to 
which the acceptance relates shall be 
subject to this chapter and the rules 
made hereunder and shall hold office 
until their death, resignation or removal; 
but members in office at the time of 
such acceptance shall continue in office 
without examination or reappontment,” 
General Laws, Vol. I, Chapter 31, Sec- 
tion 48. Obviously, then, the law 
would apply only to new appointees, or 
new candidates for the position. 

The establishment of Civil Service in 
these Andover departments would be of 
undoubted advantage to the town. 
These are days of specialization, and 
there is no more reason why a man 
seeking a position on the fire or police 
forces should not be properly prepared 
for the job than why a carpenter should 
be familiar with the requirements of his 
trade. The slogan in public service 
departments must be what it is in pri- 
vate business; it must always be one of 
more competent service. In saying this 
we cast no reflection on either Andover 
department, but express a desire for 
constantly improved service everywhere. 
There can be little doubt that as candi- 
dates for these positions prepare them- 
selves more for the job, and compete 
through examinations for the same posi- 
tion, the town would benefit through 
better prepared firement and policemen. 

Civil Service is not without its advan- 
tages to the men themselves. They 
would appreciate and enjoy their work 
more if they had the feeling that they 
got there because of superior merit 
proved in competition with their fel- 
lows. This would tend to raise the 
morale and desire for public service, and 
would reward the man with a greater 
feeling of satisfaction in his work. 
Furthermore, a civil service man could

hearing, and this would work for the 
good of all deserving men. For instance, 
we read in Section 44 of the chapter re- 
ferred to above that ‘every police 
officer holding an office classified under 
the Civil Service rules . . shall hold 
such an office continuously during good 
behavior, and shall not be removed 
therefrom, lowered in compensation or 
suspended . . except for just cause 
and for reasons specifically given in 
wriling . . and every police officer 
sought to be so removed . . shall be 
entitled to a public hearing . Sere 
seems fair to say. therefore, that the 
town will get improved service, and the 
men will get great security of employ- 
ment. 

Civil Service in these departments is 
nothing new. In fact, it is so old, the 
wonder is that it has not been more 
universally accepted. It is true, how- 
ever, that the idea has been incorporated 
in a great many progressive towns of this 
Commonwealth. Among those with 
Civil Service for their police depart- 
ments are Arlington, Athol, Belmont, 
Beverly, Brookline, Cambridge, Dan- 
vers, Dedham, Everett, Gardner, Law- 
rence, Lowell, Lynn, Malden, Medford, 
Melrose, Methuen, Newburyport, Read- 
ing, Salem, Stoneham, Wakefield, and 
Woburn.

Obituaries 


JEREMIAH J. MAHONEY 


Jeremiah J. Mahoney, of School street, 
presiding judge of Lawrence District court, 
passed away at eleven o'clock Wednesday 
night at the Phillips House, Massachusetts 
General hospital, Boston. At the close of the 
session of Superior Criminal court, Janu- 
ary 24, over which Justice Mahoney had been 
presiding, he had occasion to consult a dental 
specialist in Boston. The specialist dis- 
covered complications which necessitated his 
being removed to the Brooks private hospital 
at Corey Hill where his condition was con- 
sidered very grave. Last Saturday he was 
removed to the Phillips house for special 
treatment. On Monday he became un- 
conscious, death coming two days later. 

Born in Dunmanway, County Cork, 
Ireland, he came to this country at an early 
age, his parents settling in Portland, Maine. 
While he was still a boy, he came to Law- 
rence where his brother, the late M. O’Ma- 
honey had already settled and was well 
established in the contracting business. He 
became associated with his brother, working 
for a time as an apprentice blacksmith and 
later as a teamster and laborer. 

At an early age, he decided to study law 
and entered the Boston University School of 
Law. He graduated in 1884 with an LL.B. 
degree, completing the three year course in 
two years. The following term he. took a 
special course at Harvard Ms lag and 
was then admitted to the practice of law in 
all Massachusetts courts. At the time of his 
death, Judge Mahoney was one of the oldest 
members, in point of service, of the bench and 
bar of Essex county. 

Upon admission to the Bar, Judge Ma- 
honey opened a law office in the Essex Bank 
building, and a few years later, upon the 
completion of the Central building he re- 
moved his law office there. 

In the year 1900, Mr. Mahoney formed a 
law partnership with James J. Sullivan and 
Byron E, Crowell and they were associated 
in the practice of law until March of 1905, 
when Governor William L. Douglas appointed 
Mr. Mahoney presiding justice of the Law- 
rence District court. 

From 1905 until the present time, the late 
Judge Mahoney has been presiding justice 
of the Lawrence court. Two years ago he 
was appointed a special Superior court 
justice under a recently enacted statute 
passed by the Legislature in an effort to 
relieve congestion on the Superior court 
dockets by appointing District court judges 
to assist the regular Superior court justices, 
and since that date he has spent much of his 
time on the Superior court bench in Suffolk 
and Middlesex counties. 

The late Judge Mahoney was a member 
of the Appellate Division of the District 
court, a body which is to the District courts 
what the Supreme court of Massachusetts is 
to the Superior courts, the appeal division. 

He was a charter member of the Lawrence 
Council, Knights of Columbus, and was a 
member of the Lawrence Lodge of Elks. 

Twelve years ago Judge Mahoney was 
married in Chicago to Clara L. Schrader and 
on their return to the East, Judge and Mrs. 
Mahoney took up their residence at 34 School 
street in this town. 

Besides his wife, Judge Mahoney is sur- 
vived by two sisters, Miss Minnie O’Mahon- 
ey of Lawrence and Miss Katherine 
O'Mahoney of Watertown. Two brothers, 
Michael O’Mahoney who founded the M. 
O'Mahoney coal and general contracting 
business and Daniel J. Mahoney, formerly 
superintendent of the Lawrence pumping 
station, died several years ago. 

Funeral services will be held on Saturday 
morning at ten o'clock at St. Mary’s church, 
Lawrence, with solemn high mass of requiem. 
Interment will be in the Immaculate Con- 
ception cemetery, Lawrence.

(Continued from page 1) 


The cost of the Memorial, complete, will 
be $62,500. This includes the cost of exca- 
vating, grading, planting, bronze standards 
for electric lights, architect’s commission, 
Peat charge, construction and placing 
of the Memorial, and all items of expense 
connected therewith. Estimates of the cost 
of the Memorial have been obtained from 
reliable sources and reputable firms. 

Your Committee makes the following 
recommendations: 

First: That the Town construct a Me- 

morial, substantially in accordance with 

said plans, specifications, and model. 

Seconpb: That the Memorial be located 

in that part of the public park near the 


corner of Bartlet and Chestnut Streets, 

as shown on said plans. 

Tuirp: That your Committee now be 

authorized to proceed with the con- 

struction of this Memorial. 

Fourtu: That the sum of $62,500 be 

appropriated for the construction of 

said Memorial, to be raised by a Bond 

Issue, or otherwise, as the Finance 

Commission may recommend, or as the 

Town may determine. 

Your committee is unanimous in urging 
the adoption of the foregoing recommenda- 
tions. 

It feels that the Town has been fortunate 
in getting Mr. French, a sculptor of national 
reputation, interested enough to give the 
committee and the townspeople the benefit 
of his great artistic skill, and long experience 
in designing memorials. 

The Committee is also indebted to Mr. 
Coolidge, one of the foremost architects of 
the country, for the beautiful setting he has 
created for the statue. 

In selecting both men to assist it in pre- 
senting to the Town a Memorial which is 
simple, beautiful, expressive, and in good 
taste, the Committee feels that it has given 
the Townspeople the opportunity to show its 
lasting appreciation, abiding reaper and 
profound love for the men of Andover who 
made the supreme sacrifice, by dedicating to 
them this Memorial.

Diamond Jubilee of Saint Augustine’s

The 75th anniversary of the founding of 
St. Augustine’s parish will be fittingly cele- 
brated during the coming year.

In the year 1852, Rev. James O’Donnell, 
O. S. A., first pastor of St. Mary’s church in 
Lawrence, established the first mission 
church in Andover, and dedicated it to St. 
Augustine. ‘The first resident pastor of 
St. Augustine’s church was Rev. Michael F. 
Callagher, O. S. A. Since that time, the 
Augustinian order has sent many of its 
priests to Andover. 

The diamond jubilee will probably be 
celebrated in May. 

At the masses on Sunday, Rev. Charles A. 
Branton, O. S. A., announced that the 
members of the parish might donate any old 
jewelry of gold or silver and precious stones, 
these to be used in the making of a chalice 
which would be used in the church and the 
donors remembered in the masses when the 
chalice is used.

The Andover Townsman: 

I learned from your paper last Friday that 
I shall not go to the “‘movies’”’ on Sunday 
evenings if the Reverend writer who wrote 
under the name of the Christian Endeavor 
Society has his way. He wouldn't even let 
me choose between Gloria Swanson and 
Glory Hallelujah. 

I have not seen a “show” on Sunday, yet, 
and I may not after the movies are a regular 
part of Andover’s Sunday, as they eventually 
will be, but I am wondering where is the 
freedom I am entitled to as a citizen of this 
wonderful country. Am I to be regulated by 
some other man’s religious faith? If I go to 
Lawrence to a “movie” I break not the 
law of God, my State or my country yet if I 
go toa “movie” in Andover I sin. 

Like Mr. Bartlett I spent many Sunday 
evenings at the Christian Endeavor and there 
will ever be a warm glow in my heart as I 
think of those beautiful peaceful meetings. 
Those blessed hours are for the young; soon 
my children will be enjoying them but should 
they see a “movie” in between Sunday 
School and Christian Endeavor meeting they 
will not sin. 

More people saw “ We're in the Navy Now” 
Monday night than heard the sermon the 
day before in the church across the street. 
The good people who heard the sermon went 
to church because they wanted to and though 
the Wallace Beery antics had been showing 
at ten-thirty Sunday morning the church 
would have had just as many present re- 
gardless of how many went in across the 
street. 

It is the same with Christian Endeavor; 
those who want it will go; those who don’t 
won't and all who don’t go to Christian En- 
deavor won’t go to the “movies.” 

I know several of the best young men of 
the Free Church whose practice has been for 
long to attend Church, go home to dinner 
(they are still regular American Americans 
who get dinner at dinner time) then over to 
Lawrence to a “show.’”’ They will pass any 
good citizenship test and look eye to eye with 
Mr. Bartlett or any other professional 
Christian when periodically they partake of 
the sacrament that shows their faith. 

This is no battle between the Protestant 
church and the forces of evil. I believe the 
Christian Endeavor does more good in An- 
dover than the movies. We don’t want the 
movies for character building, we want them 
for entertainment. This will not in any way 
interfere with the Christian Endeavor 
activities. There are hundreds who can’t go 
to Christian Endeavor meetings who are 
endeavoring to be Christians and who have 
the right to go to the moving pictures if they 
want to on Sunday just the same as on any 
other day. 

You talk about the Puritans, Mr. Bartlett. 
“You don’t know the half of it.’ The first 
fourteen years of my life were passed under 
conditions nearer approaching the Puritan 
ideal than anything you freer-born Ameri- 
cans can imagine — at least as far as Sunday 
observance was concerned. But I loved 
those old stern Presbyterian parents and 

nastor, who indeed seemed to be a holy man. 
With such a background I believe I can love 
the Puritans and respect the sincerity of their 
restriction, but don’t let us Protestants, 
proud of the great goodness they have 
passed down to us, repeat their mistakes and 
try to regulate the lives of others by our own 
religion.

Guy Lowell Leaves Marks of His Genius 
in Andover 


Guy Lowell, said to be the most highly 
trained architect in Boston, whose name is 
identified with numerous large enterprises, 
including in particular the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts and the Boston Public library, 
died suddenly at Madeira, Sunday, February 
4 


Considering the large and important 
commissions in which his advice was sought, 
Andover is particularly fortunate in having 
so many buildings which are the result of 
his planning. 

It was in 1900 that Mr. Lowell undertook 
the first of his work at Andover, which later 
developed into one of his pleasantest con- 
nections and a most noteworthy group of 
achievements. Even at the time of his 
death he was preparing designs and plans for 
the new science building intended as a 
Memorial for S. F. B. Morse, inventor of the 
telegraph, who was at one time a student at 
Andover. ‘This building is to be on the 
campus on the east side of Main street 
completing the quadrangle of which the new 
recitation hall and the George Washington 
auditorium are a part. His first commission 
for the academy, was the archaeology build- 
ing. Other structures from his design were 
Day, Adams, Bishop, Johnson and Taylor 
halls, the Samuel Phillips recitation hall, and 
the Memorial Tower. 

Private residences designed by him are the 
Moorehead house on Hidden Field, the 
Bullock house on South Main street and the 
McLanathan house on Bancroft road. Mr. 
Lowell also restored the farmhouse at Dur- 
ham, N. H., for Mr. and Mrs. James C. 
Sawyer. 

The public library at North Andover is 
another example of his work.

Arthur C. Pillsbury Lectures at Abbot 
Academy 


A most rare and impressive sight were the 
pictures shown on Tuesday evening by 
Arthur C. Pillsbury, naturalist and lecturer, 
and official photographer of Yosemite 
National Park. His views of the park were 
unusual, as many of them were taken from an 
airplane which glided over the cataracts and 
through unchartered canyons, and the 
actions of the bear, the deer, and the water 
ouzel were much enjoyed, but the startling 
revelations of his studies of flowers held the 
breathless attention of all the beholders. 
Mr. Pillsbury’s camera operates by clock- 
work, and shows that flowers which appear 
as still as death to the naked eye, are bowing 
pushing each other aside, rising and falling, 
opening and closing, all attempting to at- 
tract the insects that bring them pollen 
from other flowers and take away their own. 
It required years of study of the habits of 
flowers before Mr. Pillsbury was ready to 
begin filming the blossoms. He found that 
flowers had more regular habits than most 
humans, that they opened at certain hours, 
lived a certain span, and went to sleep at 
almost exactly the same time for “genera- 
tion to generation”. To record their life 
stories he devised a clockwork mechanism 
attached to his motion picture camera, | 
whereby exposures could be taken at regular 
iatervale as the blossom developed. Finally 
he was able to compress into a minute the 
growth which perhaps requires a week, and 
was able to show on the screen what the 
naked eye could not hope to see unaided. 
The result is a scientific triumph, a rare 
glimpse into the world of flowers which it is 
not possible to get otherwise. Best of all, it 
is a scientific triumph entirely understand- 
able by the layman. 

The wonder and beauty of the unfolding 
California poppy and of the wild rose, the 
incessant action of the flowers of the timothy 
grass, and the miracle of the seed of the milk- 
weed bursting from the pod have opened new 
worlds to those who saw the actual occur- 
rence of these marvels. Perhaps the greatest 
achievement of Mr. Pillsbury is the proof, 
through his pictures, of the movement of the 
nucleus. Viewing the pollen through a high- 
powered microscope, it was spectacular to 
see the whirling of the protoplasm and the 
nucleus as the pollen germinated and the 
tube grew out of the grain,

The factor of keeping in the heat and 
shutting off the cold is very important and 
at a very small cost protection can be made 
ib any of the insulators now popularly 
used. 

Before deciding on the kind of material for 
the inside walls one should familiarize him- 
self with the many good wall boards now in 
use. Samples can be obtained and the 
companies making them are guaranteeing 
their usage. 

In the selection of floors no doubt the 
least tiring floor to walk on is made of wood. 
The whole character of a room may be de- 
termined by the material and color note of 
the floor. Hardwoods are the best floors — 
oak, maple, birch and beech, with edge grain 
hard pine floors for the kitchens. Flooring 
is sold in different grades and with a limited 
budget one can easily be satisfied with the 
cheaper grades for certain purposes. Go to 
the lumber dealer who will be glad to show 
the various grades and kinds of flooring. 
The inside finish of the house should har- 
monize with the flooring. North Carolina 
pine is the most economical to use with cy- 
press, whitewood and oak for those who 
desire to spend a little more. 

Remember that today the lumber business 
is a stabilized industry. Every kind of lum- 
ber is sold under certain rules and regula- 
tions, copies of which can be obtained. 
Competent inspectors are constantly em- 
ployed to see to it that grades are main- 
tained in a uniform manner as far as possible. 
Purchasers should insist upon buying stock 
under such recognized rules. 

There are several points necessary for 
purchasing lumber: 2 

1. Be sure your dimensions and sizes are 
correct. 

2. That you have specified the right grade. 

3. That the slightest delay in getting 
lumber to the job costs money.

Planting 


By Artuur P. Dyer, Landscape Gardener 


In this limited space it is impossible to 
cover the whole subject of “Home Land- 
scaping,’”’ but the fundamental principles 
outlined below should prevent the more 
glaring and common mistakes. Many 
people will find the need of help from ex- 
perienced landscape designers. Reliable 
men, trained in the profession, are available 
at reputable nurseries. 

The first place of interest to consider is the 
bare walls of the house foundation. These 
should be planted with slow-growing shrubs 
that are either dwarf in habit or may be 
trimmed, The evergreens are more per- 
manent and make the best appearance al- 
though the less expensive flowering shrubs 
and perennials are often used to good ad- 
vantage. 

It is seldom desirable to place specimen 
plants directly in front of a house or in the 
center of the main lawn. They are better 

laced toward the boundaries or on a side 
awn. The best effect is usually obtained by 
leaving the main lawn open. Specimens here 
and there tend to give it an inartistic and 
broken appearance. 

Hedges are largely a matter of individual 
taste and preference, but a thrifty well cared 
for hedge, either evergree or deciduous, lends 
a real charm to many homes. Japanese 
Barberry, the Privets, Rugosa Rose, Buck- 
thorn, and the Spireas make excellent 
deciduous hedges; while Hemlock, Arbor- 
vitae, White Spruce, Douglas Fir and White 
Pine will give you the best in evergreen 
hedges. 

Objectionable views such as tall buildings, 
garages, service yards, garden walls, or other 
unsightly places are most effectively screened 
summer and winter with evergreens. White 
Pine, White Spruce, Douglas Fir and Arbor- 
vitae are hardy, easily trimmed to any de- 
sired shape and size, and will make dense 
screens in a comparatively short time. 

Gardens that are well planned and dil- 
igently cared for will always have a large 
part in the life of every home-owner. The 
flower garden need not be expensive, but it 
should be situated either on one side or in 
the rear so as to be easily seen from the house. 
Partially enclosed with shrub or screen plant- 
ing it is a charming part of the tasictheaee 
picture. 

Tress are planted for shade; to add in- 
terest to the sky-line, particularly by re- 
lieving the harshness of rooflines; to mark the 
borders and form a part of the boundary

THE SHAWSHEEN VILLAGER 


Shawsheen School Filled to Capacity 


The following interesting comment on the 
accommodations for public school pupils is 
taken from the annual report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools, Henry C. Sanborn. 


Two years ago there was completed in 
Shawsheen Village a good substantial eight- 
room school building. The Committee hav- 
ing its construction in charge recommended 
a twelve-room building as a much more 
economical proposition. The recommenda- 
tion, however, was not accepted and the 
present structure was completed. It was 
planned to accommodate approximately 280 
children. At present every class room is 
used. Two hundred eighty-four pupils are 
enrolled and there is a prospect that further 
increased enrollment will soon cause serious 
congestion. It must also be borne in mind 
that already the eighth grade from Shawsheen 
is being transported to the Stowe School. 

The present enrollment of the third grade 
is 44 and that of the fourth grade is 45, mak- 
ing a total of 89 pupils in these two rooms. 
Any slight increase here would necessitate 
the opening of another room which would 
probably be accommodated with consider- 
able inconvenience in the present building. 
The present sixth grade enrolls over 40 pupils 


pupils are brought to this school from the 
rural schools but they are so distributed 
among the grades, three or four in each, that 
they do not materially affect the present 
congestion. Without them conditions would 
be practically the same. ; 

Next year when school opens with an 
entering class of 35 children, an eighth grade 
of 30, and a seventh grade of approximately 
40, it will be impossible to accommodate 
these children in this school building. What- 
ever arrangement is made for this overflow 
next year it will necessarily be temporary. 
The old Richardson school, situated on 
Lowell Street, is still town property. The 
expense of putting this building into con- 
dition will be very great. The ventilating 
and heating systems which have long been 
inadequate would have to be entirely re- 
placed. A great deal would have to be done 
to the plumbing and the entire interior of 
the building would have to be refinished. 
This would mean an expenditure of a con- 
siderable sum of money with a possibility 
that it would be only a temporary solution 
of the problem. ‘The present school building 
was so constructed as to allow an addition of 
more rooms and this may be necessary at no 
distant date. This, however, would be a 
matter of considerable expense and is perhaps 


= | unwise just at present. 


There is a lack of accommodations at the 
Central Plant which needs careful considera- 
tion. The High School is reaching its max- 
imum capacity and it may be necessary at 
any time to remove the sixth grades from 
their location in the old high school building. 
The Stowe school has for years been over- 
crowded and inadequate in its accommoda- 
tions for the best development of a Junior 
High School. Probably the wisest solution 
for the town, both educationally and econ- 
omically, would be to consider some exten- 
sion of the Central school plant to accom- 
modate the seventh and eighth grades from 
Shawsheen and whatever growth there may 
be at the center. There is also need for a 
gymnasium in connection with the Punchard 
and Stowe schools. This also might be in- 
cluded in any proposition for extension.
